; These records explode some no- 
tions that a lot of people have. 
- -Some -people; for instance, still 
Insist that heavy production caus- 
es heavy losses.

' that simply isn't true. 


A lot of people insist that one 


breed is better than another. The 
records show there is very little 
difference among- breeds, but a 
lor of difference among- birds of the 
same breed! So if you've switched 
birds and got better results, it 
probably wasn't because you got 
a Better breed, but simply be- 
cause you g-ot better chicks.

Common Law Duties of a Farm 


Tenant'—; In the absence of spe- 
cific agreement covering the man- 
ner in which farm property is to 
be handled :by a tenant, .the courts 
have held that certain- reasonable 
duties on his part are implied. 
Among the principles laid down 
are the following: 


Only a reasoable use 
of the 


property for the purpose for which 
it is obtained is permissible: no 
waste should be committee; the 
farming should be done in a hus- 
banlike manner: the .soil should 
not be unnecessarily exhausted by 
negligent or improper tillage, and 
repairs should be made. In addi- 
tion a,-tenant is presumed to con- 
duct the farm 'Business according 
to well-established 
customs or 


usages^, of .the • region in which 
he lives, unless the lease specifi- 
cally . provides or implies other- 
wise- 


While the tenant shall not farm 


n such a way as to injure the 
freehold, he is., neither required 
to yield up the . tenancy in the 
same condition as it was when 
he took it, nor in every respect 
to have properly tilled, manured 
or pastured it. On the other hand 
the tenant can set up no claiTn 
for farming the land in a more 
beneficial manner than was re- 
quired. Leases are governed by 
the laws applying to contracts. 
Where no express agreement ap- 
pears, rules of common law. stat- 
utes and- the "customs 
of the 


country" govern questions which 
arise, 


Although in the absence of an 


agreement a tenant does not have 
to spread manure, he can not in 
this country, without the 'consent 
of. the landlord, remove .from the 
farm manure produced from feed 
feed grown on the farm. 


Among 
the 
specific 
things 


courts in this 'country have call- 
ed waste are- overtillage, unusua 
rotations, cutting timber, break- 
ing up pastures, altering buildings 
cutting hay too early, sowing a 
pernicious crop, .destroying fruit 
trees, removing ornamental trees 
sowing all the land to wheat short- 
ly before the enc of the term 
and selling manure. 


The courts distinkuish "permis- 


sive'' waste, 
meaning 
damage 


which tehe tenant fails to pre- 
vent, from 
"voluntary" 
waste. 


"meaning damasre resulting from 
positive acts of the tenant. Lia- 
bility is much greater for volun- 
tary waste. 


The doctrine of waste, as it has 


been developed by the courts has 
not furnished an adequate basis 
for establishing good land usage. 
Failure on the part of the courts" 
to get scientific information on 
the problems coming under their 
scrutiny has sometimes resulted 
in rules which are not in accord 
with well-established 
farm man- 


agement practices.

Carlos Wanchcno lay in tattered 
ruins today and Mariano Suarez 
Veiitimilla. the reputed leader of 
a counter revolt which caused 
Mancheno's 
downfall, 
assumed 


temporary jwwpr over Ecuador. 


Mancheno resigned last 
night 


as counter revolutionary 
forces 


bore down on Quito without oppo- 
sition. Diplomatic informants said 
he had taken asylum in the Venez- 
uelan embassy and intended to 
leave the country as soon as pos- 
sible. Other sources said he had 
simply disappeared. 


Mancheno's 
resignation 
was 


followed by an immediate cessa- 
tion of fire on aJl fronts 
and 


marked the apparently successful 
conclusion of 
a counter 
revolt 


which began ls.st Saturday night. 


The vanguard of the counter 


revolutionary forces entered Quito 
from the north soon after Man- 
cheno quit. 


At 31:15 p. m. Suarez Ventim- 


illa, accompanied by colleagues ot 
his Conservative party, 
entered 


the government palace and as- 
sumed authority as vice president, 
the office he held under the re- 
gime of President Jose Mane Vela- | 
sco Ibarra, who was forced into 
exile by Mancheno's bloodless, one- 
shot coup on Aug. 24. 


Suarez immediately disclaimed 


personal ambitions and said 
he 


would remain in power only so 
long as necessary to convoke an 
extraordinary session oC congress 
to designate a president for 
the 


period until the next elections in 
May, 
1948. He said the Congress 


would be composed of members 
elected last June.

laboratory, said 
that producing 


even simpler types of supersonic 
missiles demands conquering vast 
problems of propulsion, launching 
and guidance in an entirely new 
field of aerodynamics. 


The laboratory 
is conducting 


guided missile research. 


Hafstad said the only guided 


missiles now in "operational" ex- 
istence are the American-develop- 
ed 
gravity - powered 
"glide 


bombs" and the German-devised 
V-2 type rocket projectile. 


But he declared that "good pro- 


gress is being made" in research 
towards other weapons and: 


"In the present international at- 


mosphere it should be obvious that 
failure to solve the guided miss- 
iles problem might prove very 
expensive indeed". 


"If there is another war", he 


said in a report issued by the lab- 
oratory, "all indications show that 
it will be shorter, more violent, 
and 'much faster breaking' than 
those of the past. Only that na- 
tion can survi\-« which 
is ade- 


quately prepared for just that 
kind of war. 


"Next time the gadgets must be 


ready when the shooting starts".

Lovett told reporters at a news 
conference that 
he had heard 


nothing about the proposal and 
therefore could not comment on 
it. 


Bevin's suggestion was made in 


a speech before the British trade 
Union Congress 
in England as 


Secretary of the Treasury Snyder 
boarded the Queen Elizabeth for 
the annual meeting of the World 
Bank and Fund m London. 


Snyder, likewise declined com- 


ment, saying "I haven't had a 
chance to study it an determine 
what the implications might be", 


Tn London, the U. S. treasury 


chief will have an opportunity for 
a first-hand exchange of ideas on 
just what Bevm has m mind. 


With. Snyder gone, treasury of- 


ficials here declined direct com- 
ment, but one of them told a re- 
porter: 


"For Sale'' Sign Out 


"If other countries want 
our 


gold, they can have it the same 
way we got it from them—by lay- 
ing the money on the line at our 
price of $35 an ounce. The 'For 
Sale" sign is still on it for them''. 


These comments took into con- 


sideration that much of the $21.- 
765,907,000 in U. S. gold assets 
—about' 512,500.000,000 of which 
is held at the Army Fort Knox 
stronghold 
— was acquired by 


purchase 
from other countnes. 


The "purchase" is in effect, an 


acceptance of gold payment for 
debts of other countries to the 
United States built up by their 
buying considerably more goods 
from this country than they sell 
to ft. 


Several government experts ori 


gold told a reporter that a gift 
by the U- S. of gold, or dollar bills 
since it would amount to the same 
thing, would obviously boost the 
buying power of countries receiv- 
ing it and help them in paying 
trade debts. 


On the other hand, they said the 


resulting addition to the power ot 
these countries to buy in the Unit- 
ed States would also add to inlTa- 
tion here and 
sent prices still 


higher.

After mentioning- Britain and

4. An economic union of all Eu- 


rope, as recommended by Rep. 
Hays has not been discussed with 
the state department but is. in 
Lovett> opinion, a natural hope 
for all Europe. 


Kennan One Soon 


He could not say exactly how 


Latin American countries might 
join in the Marshall plan but not- 
ed that President Truman in his 
sneech in Brazil yesterday had in- 
vited them, to do so. 


5. George F. Kennan. Secretary 


Marshall's top policy planner, is 
due home almost immediately from 
Paris where he went a week ago 
on a special mission to try to per- 
suade European recovery planners 
to do a maximum for themselves 
and present minimum demands for 
American assistance. 


A reoorter told Lovett there is 


a report that Undersecretary of 
State Clavton. now in Europe, has 
sent him grim reports back on 
economic conditions and has rec- 
ommended that a special appro- 
priation of 52.500,000.000 should 
be sought at a special session of 
congress for emergency help.

already accomplished.
